«  a.  The  3d  Brigade  Task  Force,  25th  infantry  Division  de¬ 
ployed  p*  the  DOS  PRO  Area  of  Operation*  by  air  And  sea  on  19  April  1967 
and  tyecams  port  of  Task  Force  Oregon  on  22  April.  Current  intelligence 
indicated  a  strong  enery ‘force  vhleh  had  remained  unchallenged  in  DOC' 

FHO  and  MO  DOC  Districts .  A  total  of  two  well  equipped  NVA  Regiments, 
one  Sapper  battalion,  one  well  equipped  local  force  battalion  and  three 
local  force  companies  were  known  to  be  operating  in  DUC  FHO,  HO  DOC,  or 
the  eastern  mountains  of  BA  TO  tdstriot,  Tbo  infrastructure  woe  known 
to  bo  strong  in  the  villages  and  hamlets.  Prior  to  the  arrival  of  the 
3d  Brigade  TF  there  was,  m  record  of  only  one  local  VC  who  had  rallied  to 
the  government  of  South  Vietnam,  m  the  first  few  days  of  contact  tho 
eneny ’was  observed  crossing  open  fields  with  weapons  during  daylight 
hours.  Re  soon  learned  that  this  tacwxc  ended  in  disaster,  around  to 
air  fire,  sniping  and  mining  incidents  were  oamnonplace.  strong  evi¬ 
dence  Indicated  that  the  enery  was -resupplied  with  arms  end  ammunition 
by  sea  and  with  food  from  the  rice,  meat  and  fish  of  XC  FHO. 

b«  One  major  contact  in  a  fortified  village  cn  16  April  by 
elements  of  the  2d  Battalion,  35th  Infantry  in  which  over  U3  enery  were 
killed  gave  acne  Indication  of  the  extent  that  the  enery  forces  had 
concentrated  their  efforts,  recruited  local  forces,  and  prepared  the 
battlefield  in  an  attempt  to  keep  DUC  FHO  District  under  eonwunist  con¬ 
trol. 


o.  22  -  30  April  x  During  this  initial  period  all  available 
evidence  Indicated  that  the  enemy  had  not  expected  friendly  forces  to 
deploy  to  Quang  Ngai.  In  addition,  the  enemy  was  taken  by  surprise  by 
the  aggressive  search  and  destroy  operations  of  the  3d  Brigade  Task 
Faroe,  on  22  April  elements  of  the  1st  Battalion,  35th  Infantry  estab¬ 
lished  c  intact  with  enemy  forces  fighting  from  a  fortified  village  at 
BS790b30.  The  enemy  utilised  the  tactics  of  fire  discipline,  maximum 
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use  of  prepared  battle  positions  (to  Include  comunleetian  trenches,  air 
redd  tunnels,  and  fighting  bunkers),  and  maneuver  of  smell  tactical  ele¬ 
ments,  indicating  a  high  level  of  training.  Documents  captured  free  the 
33  eneny  bodies  (one  enery  killed  was  assigned  As  a  platoon  leader)  iden¬ 
tified  mergers  of  thd  3d  Company,  93d  Battalion,  2d  VC  Regiment,  Further 
documentary  evidence,  agent  reports  and  the  nature  of  the  weapons  cap¬ 
tured,  indicated  that  cadre  from  this  company  wore  actively  engaged  in’ 
training  the  local  force  guerrillas  in  political  and  military  subjects. 
Confirmation  of  this  cadre  work  was  made  as  a  result  of  a  simijiar  con¬ 
tact  by  elements  of  the  1st  Battalion,  35th  Infantry  on  23  April  &t 
BS763U07.  Apparently  a  platoon  of  the  3d  Company,  97th  Battalion,  2d 
VC  Regiment  had  been  training  a  local  force  company  in  their  village, 
Twenty-cne  enery  were  killed,  Cn  25  April,  1st  Battalion,  35th  Infancy 
again  engaged  a  similar  type  force  at  BS7U2L27.  The  contact  lasted  wdLL 
Into  the  night,  and  accounted  for  another  22  eneny' killed.  Documents 
captured  indicated  that  2d  Company,  97th  Battalion,  2d  VC  Regiment, 

200th  Rbood  Ccnpory,  3d  NVA  Division,  end  2d  VC  Regiwantal  Headquarters' 
personnel  had  been  killed,  Moet  probaMy  those  were  training  and  recon¬ 
naissance  cadres  who  had  .been  sent  to  Iho  Nghia  Village  to  prepare  the 
battlefield,  train  the  local  guerrillas,  recon  the  IB  Forces  operating 
In  the  vicinity,  establish  resupply  caches  of  ammunition,  and  procure 
the  rioe  then  being  harvosted.  Despite  active  and  continuous  surveil¬ 
lance  coupled  with  inrnsdiate  return  fire,  the  enemy  frequently  engaged 
friendly  forces  with  on  average  of  five  ground  to  air  firings  daily, 
four  sniping  incidents  and  four  attenpted  mining  incidents  per  day* 

d.  Including  these  initial  reactions  asi  part  of  their  counter- 
attack  plan,  the  enery  developed  the  strategy  of  drawing  friendly  forces 
to  the  north  to  spread  our  fighting  strength  and  lure  vuLnoralbe  elements 
into  a  kill  zone*  An  NVA  Returnee  who  surrendered  cn  23  April  reported 
that  his  Company,  the  31ot'Conpary  (?5mm  HR)  of  the  300th  Heavy  Weapons 
Battalion,  3d  NVA  Division,  together  with  the  32 d  Company  (82mm  Mortar.) 
and  the  33d  Company  (Signal)  were  to  ambush  tS  Forces  in  the  vicinity  of 
BS7QU2,  Local  Forces,  probably  the  38th  Local  Force  Battalion,  wore  to 
be  pursued  into  the  kill  zone  by  IB  Farces  end  there  the  US  Farces  would 
be  annihilated  by  the  300th  Heavy  Weapons  Battalion  attacking  with  the 
2d  VC  Regiment.  Friendly  forces  found  fortified  hamlets,  several  with 
concrete  bunkers,  south  along  Highway  1  from  BS?69b65  to  tho  northern 
bonk  of  the  Song  Tra  Cau  River  (BS789U18)  and  west  along  the  river  to 
the  mountains.  The  defeat  of  the  cnory  forces  in  early  contacts  to¬ 
gether  with  the  thorough  use  of  artillery  and  tactical  air  strikes  and 
one  B-52  strike  confused  and  dispersed  the  eneny  and.  drove  him  from  the 
battlefield  deeper  into  the  Jungle  covered  mountains.  During  this  period 
arniB  bearing  Viet  Cong  began  surrendering  to  friendly  farces  in  increas¬ 
ing  numbers.  Most  of  them  were  village  guerrillas.  All  of  them  were 
afraid,  A  typical  comment  of  one  of  the  Returnees  was  that  ho  was  afraid 
and  tired  of  living  like  and  being  lasted  lown  like  an  animal*  As  this 
Initial  period  ended  it  became  apparent  that  the  eneny  had  established  a 
firm  plan  to  maintain  control  of  DUC  FHO,  but  for  his  plan  to  have  a 
chance  fev  suede a ^  larrer  forces  would  have  to  be  commit  tod.

Infantry,  2d  Battalion,  35th  infantry),  one  Armored  Cav  Troop  (C,  3/h 
Cav),  one  Air  Cav  Troop  (B,  1/9  Cav),  and  supporting  elements.  Three 
major  contacts  were  made  during  the  period,  all  T»y  elements  of  the  1st 
Battalion,  35th  Infantry,  while  smaller  contacts  were  made  by  other 
ccmfcat  elements  of  the  3d  Brigade  TF.

Observation!  With  the  ?DC  CONES,  an  immediate  FDC  capa¬ 
bility  can  be  made  available  to  any  firing  battery. 
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c.  Item}  Stay  behind  ambuehee} 

Diacuaaion}  The  eneny  in  the  PERSHING  AO  established  a 
pattern  of  trailing  US  unite  on  aearoh  and  destroy  operations*  Whan 
this  pattern  was  disdovered,  rifle  companies  began  employing  s^uad-eised 
stay  behind  ambushes*  This  tactic  proved  extremely  successful*  The 
ground  conaander  must  carefully  select  the  area,  paying  close  attention 
to  available  cover  and  concealment* 

Observation}  Unit  comnander*  should  encourage  the  use  of 
stay  behind  ambushes*  and  on  ocoasion  consider  reverting  the  direction 
of  maroh  and  move  back  into  an  area  already  searched. 

d*  Items  The  problem  of  booby-trapped  lending  Zones  s 

Discussion}  During  the  reporting  period  3d  Brigade  TP 
encountered  several  booby-trapped,  landing  tones  resulting  in  friendly 
casualties  during  combat  assaults.  To  minimise  this  hazard  this  unit 
has  adopted  several  techniques} 

(1)  If  possible  avoid  using  the  same  LZ'a  more  then  once* 

(2)  If  possible  select  the  least  obvious  looking  LZ’e* 

(3)  In  areas  where  numerous  booby-traps  have  been  en¬ 
countered  all  IZ's  should  have  an  artillery  prep*  even  though  they  look 

innocent  and  are  lacking  in  vegetation.  It  is  reoomnended  that  an  addi¬ 
tional  5  minutes  of  artillery  be  fired*  most  of  the  prep  with  VT  fume* 

Observation:  Units  should  avoid  using  the  asms  IZ's  more 
than  once.  In  addition  an  artillery  preparation  should  be  fired  on  all 
12  fm  regardless  of  how  safe  they  seem  to  appear.  Cotsnandere  should  con¬ 
sider  adding  several  minutes  of  VT  fuse  fin  to  their  preparation*  which 
should  impact  directly  on  the  intended  LZ.

Discussion:  The  damage  sustained  by  an  OH-23  during  re¬ 
covery  far  esoeeaed  the  initial  damage.  The  excessive  downwash  of  the 
CH-47  causes  the  OH-23  blades  to  be  very  vulnerable  during  recovery. 

Observation}  Damage  to  the  rotor  blades  during  recovery 
can  cause  extensive  secondary  damage.  Whan  the  situation  permits*  re¬ 
moval  of  the  main  rotor  blades  of  the  OH-23  prior  to  recovery  will  re¬ 
duce  the  risk  of  further  damage  intransit. 
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f.  Item;  There  Is  *  need  for  en  M-79  marking  round. 

Discussion;  In  recent  operation^,  gunships  have  been  em¬ 
ployed  mote  frequently  in  support  of  ground  troop*  than  ever  before  by 
this  unit.  The  standard  procedure  is  to  have  the  ground  troops  nark 
their  position  with  smoke  and  then  point  cut  the  target  by  using  dis¬ 
tance  and  direction  or  referring  to  terrain  features.  A  marking  round 
for  the  M-79  could  be  used  to  rapidly  indicate  the  target;  it  would  also 
take  away  the  human  error  in  referring  to  terrain  features. 

Observation;  A  standard  marking  round  should  be  de¬ 
veloped  for  issue  to  combat  units c 

g.  Item;  Meed  for  a  CS  grenade  which  can  be  fired  from 
the  Kr»79  or  XM24&  grenade  launchers. 

Disaaasion;  Maty  tactical  situations  are  eueh  that  ground 
troops  would  be  greatly  assisted  If  they  could  accurately  launch  CS  gre¬ 
nades  to  a  range  greater  than  25  to  30  meters  to  force  the  enemy  out  of 
a  cave,  tunnel,  bunker,  or  trench. 

Observation:  A  standard  Ifim  CS  grenade  shftuld  be  developed, 
adaptable  for  launching  from  the  M-79  and  2M24S  launchers, 

h.  Item;  Clearing  of  defoliated  area* 

liscussion;  During  Operation  PERSHING  numerous  attempts 
were  made  to  buiiaiarga  diy^wooded  defoliated  area  by  utilising  sir 
strikes  (napalm),  WP  grenade*,  artillery  (HP),  and  dropping  55  gallon 
drums  of  napalm  from  a  CH47  then  trying  to  ignite  it  upon  ImpAot  on  the 
ground  with  tracer  rounds  and  thermite  grenades  from  gunships.  All  at¬ 
tempts  occurred  during  1400-1300  hrs,  the  hottest  and  driest  period  of 
the  day)  all  attempts  were  unsuccessful. 

Observation;  A  system/sOP  should  be  developed  so  that 
guidance  can  be  given  to  the  successful  accomplishment  of*  clearing  de¬ 
foliated  areas  for  tactical  aerial  and  ground  observation* 

1,  Item:  There  is  a  need  for  a  standard  survival  mirror,  la 
aach  squad*  z 


Discussion:  Several  personnel  in  the  3d  Brigade  TF  have 
survival  signal  minors.  These  mirrors  greatly  conserve  the  use  of  smoke 
and  they  do  not  compromise  the  unit  position  as  readily  as  , smoke  does 
when  signalling  aircraft.  When  used  properly  and  on  a  tummy  day  they  a 
are  actually  easier  to  spot  from  an  aircraft  than  smoke* 
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Observation*  The  standard  survival  Aignal  mirror  should 
be  mde  available  for  Ismie  to  the  rifle  companies* 

J,  Item*  lightening  the  soldier's  load. 

Discussion*  The  average  soldier  carries  a  rucksack,  two- 
days  rations,  a  doiibie  basic  load  of  anrniunition,  two  canteens,  and  his 
weapon*  This  heavy  lead  greatly  reduces  his  foot  mobility  and  in  the 
dry  season  increases  the  possibility  of  heat  exhaustion*  One  method  that 
has  been  used  by  this  unit  is  to  pick  up  the  indivdual  packs  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  with  the  empty' mermite  containers  and  return  them  with  the  re-supply 
in  the  late  afternoon*  Several  problems  have  been  encountered  in  thi* 
system* 

1  Soon  pocks  were  lost  beoause  they  were  improperly  marked. 

2  Additional  personal  were  required  for  loading  and  un¬ 
loading  the  equipment  at  the  resupply  pad* 

3  On  one  occasion  a  unit  was  unable  to  get  its  packs  be¬ 
cause  of  the  mather  and  taotioal  situation* 

U  Beoause  of  the  scheduling  and  pick-up  time  involved/? 
the  units  usually  were  not  able  to  commence  their  days  operation  as  early 
as  desired* 

Observation *  If  the  aircraft  are  available,  this  proce¬ 
dure  greatly  enhances  the  foot  mobility  of  the  individual.  There  are 
times  when  due  to  the  taotioal  situation,  or  weather,  this  is  not  a 
feasible  pi  actio*. 

It*  item*  The  use  of  Starlight  Scopes* 

Discussion  3d  Brigade  TP  has  find  excellent  results  with 
the  starlight  scope  mounted  on  the  M-lli  rifle*  Ox  one  occasion,  one  of 
the  platoons  was  set  up  In  a  night  nutoush  when  they  sighted  15  to  20  In¬ 
dividuals  walking  toward  their  location*  The  platoon  leader  was  about 
to  give  the  eonmand  to  open  fire  when  one  of  the  men  with  a  starlight 
scope  saw  that  they  were  womeru  .  As  it  turned  out  It  was  a  group  6f  women 
returning  from  the  fish-market.  During  the  battle  of  Binh  Hy  (2),  23-21* 
April,  several  VC  were  shot  by  use  of  the  starlight  scope  when  they  tried 
to  esoepe  across  a  river*  Maintenance  appears  to  be  a  problem*  They 
dampge  easily  and  once  turned  in  for  repair  it  takes  a  considerable  length 
of  time  to  get  them  back* 

Observation*  Emphasis  should  be  placed  on  procuring  addi¬ 
tional  Hgbt  wenpae  far  the  units*  In  addition  maintenance  proce¬ 
dures  be  improved. 
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*1*  Iteal  The  use  of  railroad  flAres  for  marking  friendly 
pool  ti  crus. 


Dlacuaslont  This  unit  hAs  experienced  many  proolefee  in  the 
.pest  in  trying  "to  mark  friendly  positions  at  night  eo  that  dose  air  sup. 
port  could  he  used.  One  battalion  has  begun  the  practice  of  carrying 
railroad  flares  for  this  purpose.  They  are 'ideal  In  that  they  Wfcrn  for 
an  extended  period  of  timey  5  to  10  minutes,  and  ora  easy  to  use.  The 
only  place  these  flares  are  available  at  this  time  la  in  the  Highway 
warning  Kite. 


Observation!  An  effort  should  be  made  to  procure  a  suf¬ 
ficient  amount  or  railroad  flares  so  that  they  are  readily  available 
through  normal  supply  channels. 

».  Itemi  Operations  In  loose  sand. 

Discussion!  Operating  in  randy  areas  increase  the  rate 
of  wear  on  aircraft  parte  and  bearings.  The  frequency  of 'unscheduled 
maintains  nee  rises  due  to  the  reduced  tune  life  on  parti,  apd  the  over¬ 
all  maintainenee  requirement  is  greater* 

Observation!  The  amount  el*  time  aircraft  are  down  for  un¬ 
scheduled  Maintainenee  can  be  reduced  in  some  oases  by  early  analysis 
of  increased  wear  rates  on  critical  consonants  and  advance  ordering  of 
the  necessary  parts.  Dust  and  sand  cannot  be  eliminated  but  can  be  ooik» 
trolled  by  peneprime  or  other  soil  stabilisers.  Such  stabilisation  is 
temporary  and  must  be  accomplished  on  a  regular  basis  to  be  effective. 

n*  Item  Priority  of  new  BAD  Chemical  items  in  HSTN  Supply 

Channels. 

Discussion!  During  Operation  BAKER  this  unit  encountered 
enemy  veil  fortified  pooitions  with  very  limited  means  of  extricating 
them  from  their  position.  Air  striked  and  artillery  were  not  completely 
successful  In  penetrating  the  bunkers. 

Observation!  A  CS  round  has  been  developed  far  mortars 
and  artillery  that  would  help  commanders  in  the  field  to  over oooe  enemy 
in  fortified  positions.  A  priority  system  'should  be  established  in'lHTN 
to  get  new  R  &  D  items  to  units  who  have  an  irradiate  need  for  them. 

o»  learnt  The  problem  of  leaving  usable  material  in  areas  for 
the  eneqy  to  pidk  b. 

Dlsoussion!  The  enesy  Supply  system  is  at  best,  poor, 
and  he.  has  many  shortages.  Therefore,  he  is  a  scavenger  and  is  prone 
to  polio  e-up  anything  left  behind  by  the  US  soldier.  Just  the  opposite 
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is  true  of  the  08  soldier  -who  seldom  vents  far  supplies,  nils  unit  has' 
moved  into  areas  vacated  by  other  units  and  found  claymores*  3Df>  rounds* 
H-79  rounds  and  thousands  of  rounds  of  small  arms  anao  plus  assorted 
types  of  other  equipment. 

This  practice  should  not  be  tolerated.  Only  training*  supervision 
and  discipline  will  stop  it.  Anything  that  the  enemy  could  use  should 
be  picked  up  or  destroyed  and  this  includes  used  batteries*  C -rations 
cans*  aatt.samo  bags.

Observations  Command  emphasis  should  be  placed  on  units 
leaving  an  area  free  from  equipment  that  the  VC  can  utilise.  Harsh  mea¬ 
sures  should  bo  taken  against  commanders  who  violate  this  rule  of  the 
battlefield. 

p.  Item*  The  problem  of  looating  booby-traps  and  punji  pits. 

Discussion!  This  unit  has  had  numerous  encounters  with 
booby-traps  and  punji  pits.  Of  course  the  best  method  of  combating  -these 
devises  Is  by  having  well  trained,  thoroughly  oriented  soldiers!  Two 
things  which  have  on  occasion  proved  useful  are* 

(1)  A-  -prappUng  hook  with  a  light  rope  attached*  used  for 
throwing  ahead  of  the  advancing  troops  in  suspected  booby-trapped  loca¬ 
tions. 


(2)  A  long  pole  carried  by  the  lead  man  to  protoe  far  punji 
pits  along  trails  etc.  This  means  that  the  second  man  in  formation  has 
to  toe  responsible  for  forward  security. 

Observation!  The  individual  soldier  should  be  thoroughly 
trained  and  indoctrinated  in  booby  trap  warfare.  In  addition*  in  certain 
areas  of  heavy  booby-traps  and  punji  pit  density  it  might  be  advisable 
to  use  expedients  such  as  grape lling  hooks  and  probes  to  assist  in  loca¬ 
ting  these  devices.

Discussion*  The  rifle  companies  habitually  operate  inde¬ 
pendently.

VC  to  surrender.  There  is  a  oritical  shortage  of  interpreters  in  this 
unit.

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Obeervttlcm  A  determined  effort  should  be  made  to  make 
available  enough  qualified  interpreters  so  that  one  oould  be  assigned 
to  each  rifle  company,  one  tc  each  reoonnalsBsnoe  platoon  and  two  to 
each  battalion  headquarters. 

t.  Item i  Claeelflcatiort  of  detainees: 

Dlacuoaiom?  The  classification  of  detainees  le  a  respon¬ 
sibility  of  tire  intertogt  tkn  officer  baaed  upon  result  of  the  inter¬ 
rogation.  However,  classification  should  also  consider  the  circumstances 
of  capture  and  when  possible  the  forward  UVJ  Tease  interrogation  results. 

Observation »  The  classification  system  of  detainees  should, 
be  scrutinised  and  improved.  More  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
cii -umetances  of  capture.

1,  (U)  This  headquarters  has  reviewed  the  Operational  Report-Lea sons 
Learned  for  the  period  ending  30  April  1967  from  Headquarters,  3d  Brigade 
Task  Force,  25th  Infantry  Division  (UIC  WAL2AA)  as  indorsed. 

2.  (C)  Pertinent  comments  follow: 

a.  Reference  item  concerning  lack  of  noncommissioned  officers, 
section  2,  part  I,  paragraph  la,  page  25:  Concur.  The  shortage  of  non¬ 
commissioned  officers  in  MOS  11B40  is  army-wide.  In  an  effort  to  allevi¬ 
ate  the  shortage ,  this  headquarters  recommended  to  DA  that  USARV  be  placed 
Tinder  the  same  promotional  policy  as  other  commands.  Per  DA  Msg  836311, 

4  Aug  67,  this  re  commendation  was  approved.  While  a  liberal  promotion  sys¬ 
tem  cannot  compensate  for  experienced  personnel,  it  does  allow  a  commander 
to  promote  outstanding  personnel  who  possess  the  potential  for  leadership. 

b.  Reference  item  concerning  third  in-country  promotions,  section 
2,  part  I,  paragraph  lb,  page  25:  Concur.  DA  Keg  826311,  4  Aug  67,  auto¬ 
matically  provides  for  subsequent  in-country  promotions — providing  DA  cri¬ 
teria  are  met. 

c.  Reference  item  concerning  forms,  364  and  365  section  2,  part 
I,  paragraph  lc,  page  26:  Nonconcur.  A  file  check  of  records  as  far  back 
as  12  Apr  67,  indicates  that  the  3d  Brigade,  25th  Infantry  Division  has  not 
requisitioned  these  forms.  At  the  present  time,  the  stock  level  of  these 
forms  is:  68,000  (364);  and  75,000  (365).  The  unit  is  being  advised  to 
recheck  its  requisitioning  procedures.  There  has  not  been  a  shortage  of 
these  forms  at  this  headquarters. 

d.  Reference  item  concerning  shortage  of  interpreters,  section  2, 
part  I,  paragraph  3a,  page  31:  Command  emphasis  should  be  placed  upon  maid- 
mum  utilization  of  available  ARVN  interpreters  during  tactical  operations. 

USMACV  is  cognizant  of  the  need  for  Vietnamese  and  Montagnard  interpreters 
to  a  total  of  69  for  attachment  to  each  U.  S.  division  beginning  in  FT  68. 

In  addition,  USMACV  is  in  the  process  of  simplifying  procedures  for  U.  S. 
tactical  units  to  obtain  ARVN  interpreters.  Increased  availability  of 
interpreters  and  simplified  procedures  for  obtaining  them  will  facilitate

2,  part  I,  paragraph  3b,  page  32.  In  tne  Commander's  Analysis  portion 
(paragraph  15a(3)  )  of  the  Thayer  II  Combat  Operations  After  Action  Report, 

it  was  pointed  out  that  there  were  many  instances  when  POtf's  and  suspects 
arrived  at  the  battalion  command  post  area  and  the  circumstances  of  their 
capture  was  sketchy.  The  brigade  solved  the  problem  by  inaugurating  a 
policy  whereby  platoon  leaders  carry  captured  document  tags.  "They  merely 
need  to  cross  out  the  word  document  and  write  in  the  word  prisoner,  then 
fill  out  the  card  and  attach  it  to  the  individual.  When  the  POW  arrives 

at  the  battalion  command  post  area,  the  circumstances  of  his  capture  are 
readily  available  to  the  S2."  This  procedure  could  also  be  used  to  handle 
detainees.  Based  upon  the  fact  that  the  item  "  classification  of  detainees  " 
appeared  in  only  one  of  three  operations  reported  during  the  period,  and 
the  problem  was  apparently  successfully  resolved,  recommend  that  no  further 
action  be  taken  since  the  problem  was  one  of  training  and  implementation 
rather  than  the  need  for  any  revision  of  the  detainees  classification  system. 

f.  Reference  item  concerning  need  for  M-79  marking  round,  section 
1,  part  I,  paragraph  2f,  page  28.  Expediting  Non-Standard  Urgent  Require¬ 
ments  for  Equipment  (ENSURE) No  3  is  a  requirement  for  a  40mm  smoke  marking 
round  compatible  with  the  M-79  and  Xli- 148  launcher.  Item  is  being  fabricated 
in  test  quantities  and  due  to  arrive  in  RVN  for  evaluation  in  Sep  67. 

g.  Reference  item  concerning  40mm  CS  round,  section  1,  part  I, 
paragraph  2g,  page  28.  DA  ENSURE  No  87.3  is  a  requirement  for  a  40mm  CS 
grenade  for  the  M-79  Grenade  Launcher.  This  round  has  an  external  configura¬ 
tion  almost  identical  to  the  conventional  HE  round.  The  projectile  is  filled 
with  a  CS  pryrotechnic  mixture  which  emits  CS  smoke  for  approximately  30 
seconds.  Effective  range  is  from  30-200  meters.  Cartridge  can  only  be  fired 
from  the  K-79  grenade  Launcher.  It  can  not  be  fired  from  the  XM-148  adapter 
for  the  M-16  rifle.  Present  status,  3,888  have  arrived  in  RVN.  Another 
17,000  are  due  by  1  Nov  67.  The  round  will  be  evaluated  by  combat  units  in 
RVN. 


h.  Reference  item  concerning  survival  mirror,  section  1,  part  I, 
paragraph  21,  page  28.  DA  ENSURE  No  68  is  the  requirement  for  a  lightweight 
Individual  survival  kit.  The  BOI  for  this  kit  is  one  per  aircraft.  Each 
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AVHBC-DST  (10  May  67)  2d  Ind

kit  is  equipped  with  a  mirror.  Based  on  the  above  no  consideration  has  been 
given  to  development  of  a  separate  standard  mirror  for  each  squad.

29:  Concur.  It  is  recognised  that  maintenance  is  presently  a  problem.  Under 
the  present  system  DSU‘s  evacuate  starlight  scopes  to  Sacramento  Army  Depot 
for  repair  and  return.  Turn  around  times  average  21  days.  By  end  1967  repair 
parts  (which  are  presently  in  production)  and  float  items  should  be  in 
country  in  quantity.  At  that,  time  repair  will  be  accomplished  in  country 
and  turn  around  time  will  be  considerably  reduced.  A  mission  support  plan 
has  been  furnished  by  the  project  manager,  night  vision, for  preparation  of 
support  packages.  -  He  advises  that  USAHV  requirements  for  Night  Vision  Devices 
will  be  filled  by  late  in  the  second  quarter  FT  1968. 

J.  Reference  item  concerning  railroad  flares,  paragraph  1,  page  30  j 
Sufficient  quantities  of  this  item  are  presently  on  hand,  available  for  issue, 
in  1st  Logistical  Command  Depots.

Qttn ships 
wero  requested.  Modevac  was  called  for  2  WIA  in  2nd  plat,  C  Coup  ary  at 
BS77LL28.  At  0938  hrs  the  units  around  the  plat  in  contact  were:  3d  plait, 

B  Company  at  BS789l*25»  and  Recon  plat  at  BS8lOl*17.  The  fight  Increased  in 
intensity  and  at  1018  hrs  C  Company  2nd  plat,  had  suffered  1*  WIA,  Recon 
plat  began  receiving  AW  fire  at  1055  hrs  vicinity  BS  811U12  and  quickly 
requested  ARA.  While  Recon  was  receiving  fire,  A  Company  2/35  just  west 
of  LZ  SHOUjP  (BS822U03)  was  getting  AW  fire.  At  101*5  hrs  Recon  began  re¬ 
ceiving  AW  and  small  arms  fixe  from  their  left  flank.  The  1st  plat  C 
Company  made  contact  at  1105  hrs  vicinity  BS775L25.  The  C&C  made  an  ex¬ 
traction  at  BS7781*2l*  of  1  KIA  and  1  WIA  at  1U5  hrs  for  C  Company.  Ground 
to  air  fire  was  received  by  the  gunship  flying  over  BS  7751*60  at  1125  hrs. 

The  Blue  Team,  B  1/9  was  located  at  B5829U4?  Wien  2/35  notified 
the  Recon  plat  that  8  VC  were  hiding  in  the  bunker  at  BS315U03,  and  they 
would  mark  the  location  with  VP,  The  Blue  Team,  B  l/9  Cav,  moved  in  on  a 
suspected  VC  CP  location  at  BS8281*U6.  Artillery  and  ARA  was  celled  in  on 
a  group  of  70  males  with  weapons.  20  were  KIA  and  10  WIA.  The  Blue  Team 
suffered  3  KIA  and  1  WIA.  The  Reoon  plat  was  located  at  BS818UO6  when  the 
Bn  00  notified  2/35  that  the  Reoon  plat  would  be  moving  to  BS8l51*02.  2/35 
was  notified  at  1212  hours.  C  Company  was  still  receiving  small  anas  fire 
at  1323  hours  when  the  gunahips  reported  people  fleeing  the  village  to  the 
west.  Mere  gunahips  were  requested  at  1328  hrs  and  they  arrived  at  131*0 
hrs.  1st  plat  A  Company  prepared  an  IZ  for  the  LRRP  and  the  IRRP  was  in¬ 
serted  at  1352  hrs  vicinity  BS791CU3.  Two  air  strikes  were  conducted, 
one  at  B37603l*2  and  the  second  at  BS736378. 

The  LRRP  found  a  grenade  at  BS7913U2  and  then  at  11*1*5  hrs  they 
found  an  anti-personnel  mine  at  the  same  location.  The  Bn  00  directed 
Reoon  to  assemble  in  a  F2  immediately  for  pick  up,  and  told  them  they 
would  be  inserted  at  BS7681*26j  at  the  time  Recon  was  holding  3  VCS  at 
BSC17U01*.  The  LRRP  had  moved  to  BS7933UO  by  1536  hrs.  C  Company,  still 
in  contact,  requested  an  immediate  air  strike  on  the  village  at  B3?7hl*28. 

A  second  air  strike  was  brought  in  on  the  village  at  1630  hrs  by  C  .Company' s 
The  strike  was  made  by  5  jet  air  craft.  A  Company's  1st  plat  closed 
LZ  OD  at  1700  hrs.  The  VC  fighting  C  Company  in  the  village  found  the 
going  getting  rough,  and  after  the  second  air  strike  12  VC  decided  to  make 
an  escape.  They  began  to  run  out  of  the  village  just  as  a  "SHARK"  gunship, 
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17l*th  Aviation  Company,  flew  by.  The  alert  *3HARKB  saw  them  and  quickly 
node  a  180°  turn  to  enable  his  gunahip  to  coae  in  behind  the  12  VC. 

Running  «Lth  theix  backs  to  the  closing  gunahip,  they  were  easy  pray  for 
the  "SHARK*  miniguna.  The  gunshlps  pass  was  so  low  over  the  rice  paddy, 
the  spraying  water  and  and  from  the  bullet  strikes  covered  the  windshield 
and  the  gunahip  had  to  return  to  LZ  MDHTEZOKA  to  wash  the  windshield,  C 
Company  contact  continued  and  the  «i trenched  VC  held  their  fortified  po¬ 
sition  with  great  tenacity*  At  1716  tare  C  Company  passed  on  the  report 
that  they  had  5  VC  KIS.  vicinity  BS  77 5U25,  aid  3  AK-U7,  1  paratrooper  IK -50, 
1  RlMi  type  rocket  launcher  with  1  rocket*  The  QSeC  went  in  with  the  Bn 
S-3  to  pick  up  a  Reoon  VJIA  at  1823  hours.  At  1828  hours  the  VC  in  the  Hr 
Thuan  village  began  firing  M-79  rounds  at  C  Company,  and  Reoon  suffered 
one  KK  at  1835  hr*. 

The  Bn  00  requested  the  Air  force  C-U?  (Spooky)  with  its  adni- 
guns  to  be  sent  to  the  C  Cosgsany  location  at  1910  hrs*  The  situation  at 
19U?  hrs  west  C  Company  in  heavy  contact  in  the  village  with  tho  VC  bottled 
up  in  ona  corner.  Reoon  was  providing  a  blocking  force  cn  the  west,  run¬ 
ning  from  B576?ft27  to  the  northeast.  B  Company  was  providing  a  block  to 
the  south  along  the  trane:  BS773U19  to  BS772J£u  to  BS7?5b2U»  C  Company 
was  on  the  lino  from  BS773H8  to  BS776^2lt* 

Darkness  was  approaching  and  the  Bn  On  decided  to:  (1)  leave  the 
battlefield  situation  in  the  above  posture  for  the  night,  (2)  bombard  the 
village  with  the  Air  Force  0-U7's  21,000  rounds,  use  artillery  (HAT  and 
illumination)  throughout  the  night,  and,  (3)  have  C  Company  sweep  the 
>illage  after  a  0630  hrs  air  strike  the  following  morning. 

At  2000  hrs  the  total  onesy  KIA  by  body  count  was  18,  and  C 
Company  lost  another  man,  KIA  at  20i|3  bars,  making  the  total  casualties 
for  tho  dqy  3  KIA  and  9  VJIA. 

The  anxious  eyes  of  C  'luopany,  B  Conpany  ana  Reoon  watched  the 
village  throughout  the  night  for  signs  of  a  breakout  of  an  attempt  bo  drag 
off  the  todioa  of  the  dead  VC.  Illumination  was  provided  throughout  the 
night  by  A  2/9  Artillery. 

2*  2j  Ap_r  67  -  The  requested  air  strike  was  mode  nt  0630  hrs.  C 
Cowpnry  plats  began  to  move  into  the  village  as  soon  as  the  dust  and  amoko 
cleared*  The  Bn  CO  and  S-3  flew  to  tho  village  and  began  to  orbit  at  0700 
hrs.  C  Company  found  nc  resistance  and  easily  swept  through  the  village, 
getting  to  the  opposite  side  at  0755  hrs*  A  sweep  back  through  the  village 
began  at  0758  hrg.  to  get  a  body  count*  Seven  VCS  were  picked  up  on  tho 
initial  sweep.  B  Oompaxy  picked  up  one  VCS  at  0800  brs.  Medevac  was 
called  by  the  Bn  OC  for  the  3  wounded  Vietnamese  from  the  village  at 
BS77!?426*  The  Medevac  also  extracted  k  OS  WIA  and  1  KIA*  The  second 
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sweep  yielded  2  VC  KXA  and  36  VCS,  Weapons  found  were:  2  SKS,  2  3fG,  1 
Rocket  Launcher,  grenades  (US  and  Chicom),  2  K-79,  3  H-l6,  a  knife  and 
assorted  canteens,  belts  and  packs*  Anno  recovered:.  3U3  romds  7.62am, 

1$K)  rounds  8mm,  24  rounds  M-l,  1  X  6Cten  round  in  container,  also  20  sets 
of  black  pajamas  were  captured.  Total  many  KIA  at  Theip  Son  (2)  was  33* 

At  112?  hr  a,  the  B  Company  CD  and  1st  Sgt  were  wounded  by  a 
grenade*  The  VC  had  Jumped  out  of  a  largo  bunker  in  the  village  at  B8 
7661*16  and  tossed  the  grenade. 

B  Company  requested  on  BOD  team  to  assist  in  the  destructlongof 
some  large  bunkers  at  BS76|3*l6.  The  3d  and  l*th  plat  of  B  Company  moved 
out  at  1315  hrs.  Recon  was  given  the  mission  of  checking  out  the  village 
(B37661i23)  at  1352  hrs  by  the  Bn  S-3.  Tuo  air  strikes  were  planned  -  one 
at  BS725326  (TOT  1515  hrs)  and  one  at  3S7U0352  (TOT  1700  hrs).  B  Company 
destroyed  22  bunkers  with  overhead  earner  (3  to  5  feet  thick)  at  BS?661*l6. 

A  Chinook  was  sent  to  C  Company  to  pick  up  60  refugees.  The  2nd  plat,  B 
Company  began  receiving  AW  fire  at  1550  hrs  vicinity  BB7 681*11.  Qundilps 
were  requested  imnodlately,  C  Company  found  550  lbe  of  rice  at  BS77UU25* 

The  eneay  was  in  a  heavily  fortified  position  with  bunkers  and  AW  weapons. 
2nd  plat,  B  Company  had  just  crossed  the  railroad  when  the  VC  opened  fire. 
The  Bn  00  called  fbr  an  immediate  air  strike  on  the  village  of  Binh  My  (1). 
At  172l|  hrs  the  Bn  00  reported  the  VC  were  pinned  down  on  the  SW,  the  MW 
sector  was  still  receiving  heavy  fire,  and  there  were  several  US  WIA  at 
DS768U11  near  the  railroad  bridge.  Three  men  from  B  Ooiy>any  were  on  the 
ground  In  an  exposed  position  In  front  of  the  eneay  bunkers.  One  of  the 
gunship  pilots,  Lt  Wood,  17l*th  Aviation  Company,  distinguished  himself 
by  hovering  directly  over  the  wounded  at  on  altitude  of  20-30  feet,  and 
directly  in  front  of  the  eneny  bunkers.  With  his  guns  biasing,  he  re¬ 
sembled  an  irate,  protective,  aether  eagle  shielding  her  young.  With 
the  valiant  support  of  the  gunships,  and  the  courageous  effort  of  the  B 
Co  up  any  TO,  Lt  Keith,  who  crawled  out  to  rescue  the  wounded,  the  area  war 
cleared  for  the  air  strike.  All  positions  were  marked  with  smoke  and 
the  P-lQl*'  s  began  to  pound  the  enemy.  At  1810  hrs,  the  air  strike  was 
finished  and  the  2nd  plat,  B  Company  \L  th  the  Rocon  plat  began  to  dose 
in  on  tho  village  of  Binh  My  (1).  The  mart  flight  of  F-lOb'e  began  to 
strike  Binh  My  (2)  Just  3E  of  BS761*i*07.  A  >h  ito  tom  was  used  to  screen 
the  SB  side  of  the  village  of  Binh  My  (1).  At  1810  hrs,  1  US  KIA  and  1 
US  VIA  wore  extracted.  The  Air  Force  Q  -1*7  was  requested  and  act  1930  hrs 
B  Company  reported  1  VC  KIA  who  was  armed  with  an  M-36  . 

At  1950  hrs  the  Cacti  Qroon  forces  around  the  VC  were  located 
at:  B  Company  BS772**21,  Reoon  plat  BS7681*10,  C  Company  (-)  moving  to  a 
blocking  pen  at  037621*11*.  The  total  US  casualties  for  the  day  were:  2 
KIA  and  6  WIA. 

Again,  the  night  was  spent  watching  for  VC  attempts  to  escape. 
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The  most  likely  escape  route  was  the  river*  and  B  Coapsny  placed  riflemen 
with  starlite  scopes  on  the  bridge  at  BS7  72lUsl  to  watch  the  river*  niu- 
mlnation  was  provided  by  the  artillery  and  H&I  fires  were  shot  Into  the 
village*  Air  strikes  were  scheduled  for  the  next  morning,  2U  April  1967, 
for  0630  hrs  and  0615  hrs. 

3*  2k  Apr  67  -  At  061;0  hrs  the  first  air  strike  was  underway  with 
3  F-ioo»s  delivering  their  ordnance  cn  the  village.  A  White  Team  was  sent 
in  to  screen  and  observe  reported  movement  in  the  village  in  the  vicinity 
BS8033UO.  The  second  air  strike  was  consisted  at  0750  hrs.  At  0735  hrs 
3d  B  Company  shot  one  VC  who  was  attempting  to  swim  the  river.  The 

Reoon  plat  and  2nd  plat  B  Company  swept  through  he  village  at  07$0  hra 
meeting  no  resistance.  C  Company  was  instructed  to  mov*}  MW  and  check  out 
th»  srea  at  BS753U28,  then  to  BS7U7U39  because  those  areas  were  covered 
with  trenches  and  foxholes.  An  engineer  teem  wLtl.  demolitions  was  re¬ 
quested  to  destroy  the  bunkers. 

At  1013  hrs  A  Cbqpany's  3d  plat  departed  12  OD  on  a  local  patrol. 
The  LRXP  reported  seeing  $  people  in  black  pajamas  at  liao  hrs  near  B379&- 
355.  Whan  C  Coopany  approached  the  village  at  BS7561+28,  the  pagoda  bells 
began  to  ring  and  the  Vietnamese  people  began  evacuating  the  village.  At 
1M5  hrs  1st  plat,  C  Company  was  notified  to  get  into  a  PZ  at  BS7U8U30 
fbr  extraction  and  delivery  to  B728U26.  The  1st  plat,  C  Conpany  completed 
the  lift  at  1538  hours.  C  Coapony  (-)  oontinuod  to  sweep  through  the 
village  at  BS735U32.  At  1530  the  body  count  from  the  village  was  20  VC 
KIA.  The  last  two  were  killed  in  the  air  strike.  Statistics  for  the 
day  were  t  20  VC  KIA  in  the  village  at  BS?65hC?. 

U«  25  Ajar  67  -  At  0755  hrs  tha  resupply  Chinook  received  ground- 
to-air  fire  and  the  gunahips  were  called  to  C  Company' 3  location.  The 
Blue  Team,  B  l/9  Cav  was  inserted  at  BS75035U  and  requested  a  roaxtr  re¬ 
action  force  from  3/35.  A  Company  was  designated  by  the  Bn  CO  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  plat  for  the  RRF,  C  Company  received  word  from  the  Rad  Team 
(gunahipa)  working  over  their  area  that  the  village  of  Tan  Phong  (BS735- 
435)  had  nu&oroua  fre#hly  dug  ’trenches  and  ’tunnels  which  could  acoonodate 
a  oo^pany-siae  unit.  C  Compjny  (-)  was  located  on  a  line  from  BS733U3U 
to  BS  7UQL3U  and  the  3d  plat,  C  Company  was  located  near  BS7U6U30  at  090$ 
hrs,  at  1105  hrs  C  Compaiy  (-)  was  sweeping  Tan  Phong  (BS736h37)  with  the 
2d  plat  at  IS?lj6U30,  and  the  wpns  plat  at  BS737b3U.  Resistance  was  not 
net;  however,  many  freshly  dug  trenches  and  several  bunkers  were  found, 

The  gunahipe  of  the  Red  Team,  B  1/9,  were  or  station  overhead 
and  at  BS7U5U27 ,  the  lead  gunahip  fired  on  a  man  wearing  a  grey  uniform, 
web  gear,  and  heluet.  Another  individual  was  taken  under  fire  and  killed 
at  BS7U5U21*  2nd  plot,  A  Pomp  any,  on  a  local  patrol  out  from  12  OD,  found 
a  small  cave  containing  some  documents  at  BS7 60377.  The  Bn  S-3  instructed 
2nd  pL't,  B  Ooapany  to  search  to  the  Si  vicinity  BS762372.  The  3d  plat. 
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C  Company  was  moving  to  the  location  where  the  gunship  had  fired  on  the 
pajama  clad  person  at  BS7li662U  when  they  received  AW  fire  on  their  left 
flank  and  sniper  fire  from  their  fight  front.  The  3d  plat,  began  to 
flank  the  enemy  and  called  for  the  gunshipe  who,  fortunately,  had  just 
refueled  and  were  on  their  way  to  the  C  Company  area.  At  1237  hrs  3d 
plat,  C  Company  had  3  men  pinned  down  in  front  of  the  enejiy  bunkers,  one 
of  them  WIA.  Their  location  was  BS7li2k28.  At  12U1  hrs  the  gunships  were 
on  station,  and  the  lead  ship  innediately  spotted  2  men  with  packs  and 
weapons  entering  a  'colliding.  The  fire  fight  grow  in  intensity  and  at 
1315  hrs  3  plat,  C  Company  had  3  WIA  and  needed  a  Medevae,  The  3d  plat 
pulled  back  to  provide  the  gunships  working  room  on  the  bunkers.  The 
wounded  were  pulled  back  to  safety  under  very  heavy  fire. 

An  air  strike  was  being  made  at  BS7Ui357  and  was  being  controlled 
by  the  Bn  Gommo  Officer  from  12  OD  when  the  Bn  S-3,  above  3d  plat,  C  Com¬ 
pany  in  the  C&C,  called  the  3/35  TOC  to  have  an  immediate  air  strike  laid 
on.  The  Bn  Commo  officer  notified  the  FAC  of  the  S-3's  need  and  the  jets 
were  de verted  north  to  the  C  Company  area  where  the  FAC  contacted  the  Bn 
00  and  S-3*  The  F-100's  had  expended  their  H5  and  napalm  on  the  target 
at  BS7Wi357j  but  they  were  able  to  offer  20mm  and  the  FAC  called  for  more 
jets  while  the  3d  plat,  C  Company  wounded  were  being  pulled  back  to  safety. 
The  Red  Team  gunships  laid  down  heavy  fire  on  the  entrenched  enemy  while 
the  Medevae  ships  entered.  After  the  friendly  positions  were  identified, 
the  Air  Force  began  to  pound  the  enemy  positions.  The  air  strike  at 
BS7U2t|2  3  was  completed  at  lUll  hrs.  At  1U15  hrs  the  Bn  GD  directed  B 
Company  to  move  to  the  NW  of  C  Company' s  contact  area.  A  second  air 
strike  for  C  Company  was  approved  at  li*!j$  hrs*  As  the  CStC  flew  to  drop 
smoke  grt  nades  to  the  units  on  the  ground  with  the  Bn  00  and  S-3  it 
received  Uo  rounds  of  AW  fire,  losing  altitude  and  power  rapidly.  The 
aircraft  made  Its  way  to  12  MONTEZUMA  air  strip  on  a  final  glide  and  crash, 
landed.  Ho  one  was  hit  by  gunfire  or  hurt  in  the  landing.  The  ship 
caught  fire  during  the  glide  into  the  air  strip.  A  replacement  C&C  was 
inane diately  provided,  and  the  CD  and  S-3  returned  to  the  contact  area.  At 
11:31  hrs  the  Recon  plat  was  at  BS762313,  and  2d  plat,  A  Company  had  picked 
up  a  VCS  when  he  tired  to  run  at  BS775370*  The  2d  plat,  B  Company  had 
bagged  a  hook  load  of  rice  by  1505  hrs  and  also  had  k  VCS  at  BS 7631:09. 

The  2d  plat,  A  Company  returned  to  12  0D  at  1515  hrs.  Recon  plat  was  now 
at  BS762U01  and  was  moving  to  a  blocking  position  for  the  C  Company  contact. 
Their  block  was  to  be  set  at  IB7U51A.8*  B  Company  (-)  was  at  BS752lil6  at 
1535  hrs.  The  3d  plat,  C  Oonpany  had  one  WIA  at  1603  hrs  and  requested 
Medevae.  The  second  air  strike  was  completed  at  1620  hrs  on  BS7li3li23. 

By  1625  hrs  Reocn  had  reached  BS?51i5l6,  and  by  1705  hrs  they  were  located 
at  BS7UjU16.  The  3d  plat,  B  Company  was  located  at  BS7U9U19*  The  3d  air 
rrtrike  of  the  day  went  in  at  BS7U3U23  at  1725  hrs.  The  Arty  LND  was  con¬ 
trolling  the  air  strike  in  the  C  Company  area  and  was  wounded  on  the  left 
forearm  from  the  bomb  shrapnel.  At  lBliO  hours  0  Company  reported  their 
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casualties  since  the  contact  began.  2d  plat  had  3  WIA  and  1  KIA,  3d  plat 
had  1  WIA  and  the  Arty  R)*s  RTO  was  KIA*  Again,  for  the  third  day  in 
succession  the  S— U  made  a  resupply  run  to  the  embattled  area  to  deliver 
anno  and  C  rations.  At  2000  hrs  the  Bn  00  directed  C  Company  elements  to 
pull  back  so  the  village  could  be  shelled  throughout  the  night.  The 
platoons  pulled  back  and  Medevac  ships  began  making  extractions.  The  Air 
Force  C-47  (SPOOK!)  was  called  and  was  controlled  by  C  Company.  The 
final  friendly  casualty  report  was:  B  Company  -  1  KIA,  3  W3A*  C  Company  - 
1  KIA,  9  WIA;  2/9  Arty  -  1  WIA  (1/35  UW)  and  1  KIA  (C  Company  PC's  RTO), 

The  action  in  the  C  Con^any  area  resulted  in  \$  VC  KIA,  found  on  the  NW 
side  of  Tan  Phong,  2  SIC*  s  captured,  1  M-l6,  and  an  estimated  10  rounds 
of  rocket  fire  from  the  village  was  received. 

5.  26  April  67  -  30  April  67  -  At  0020  hrs  the  C  Company  K)  reported 
secondary  explosions  coming  from  the  village  at  BS7h2b23*  At  0650  hrs  an 
air  strike  was  made  on  the  village  (Bich  Chieu  (2))  and  was  completed  at 
0715  hrs.  By  0730  hrs  the  Bn  CO  and  S-3  ware  airborne  in  the  C&C  over  the 
C  Company  area.  The  Bn  00  instructed  B  Company  and  C  Company  to  move  back 
through  the  two  villages  and  conduct  a  thorough  search.  Also  at  08l5  hrs, 
the  Bn  CO  requested  an  EQD  team  from  Brigade  to  go  into  the  contact  area 
to  destroy  the  dud  artillery  rounds* 

B  Company  and  C  Company  had  swept  the  two  villages  at  0827  hrs 
and  had  not  met  with  resistance.  At  0830  hrs  B  Company  began  a  sweep  of 
the  eastern  village  and  C  Company  started  on  the  western  village  in  a 
search  for  equipment  and  bodies.  The  1st  plat,  A  Cong) ary  departed  12  OD 
on  a  local  patrol  at  0852  hrs.  Recon  plat  received  sniper  fire  from  the 
village  at  BS7l*5Ul6  and  called  in  artillery  fire*  The  Blue  Plat,  B  1/9 
Cav  was  inserted  at  0933  hrs  near  BS78U332.  The  sweep  completed,  C  Com¬ 
pany  reported  at  1025  hrs  that  they  had  found  22  VC  KIA  and  signs  that 
5  bodies  had  been  removed.  From  blood  trails  and  bloody  bandages  an 
estimated  8  VC  were  wounded.  Equipment  policed  up  included:  U  AK-50  SMI, 

3  M-l6  Rifles,  1  K-2  carbine,  1  SIB,  lU  Chi.com  BG,  and  ammo  in  the  following 
varieties:  300  rounds  8mm,  7U  rounds  .30  cal,  U9il  rounds  of  .30  cal  long, 

352  rounds  7 .62mm  short  (wide  rim  type)  and  50  rounds  of  5.56mm.  At  12A5 
hrs  an  air  strike  was  made  at  ES763U23  and  was  controlled  by  the  Arty  I1JD, 

At  lUOO  hrs  the  unit  locations  were:  1st  plat,  A  Company  BS78U3I4U5  B  Com¬ 
pany  (-)  BS7U0iO9j  2d  plat  and  3d  plat  BS  750425i  C  Company  BS7Uoii20j  IRHP 
(Team  #1)  BS75Wj21  and  LRRP  (Team  #2)  BS7903U0.  At  1U35  hrs  C  Compaiy 
picked  up  1  VCS  with  two  fresh  wounds.  Another  air  strike  was  made  on 
BS7U0378  at  1520  hrs.  When  the  jets  screamed  in  delivering  their  bombs 
they  received  ground-to-air  fire,  A  second  air  strike  was  put  in  on  the 
same  location  at  1630  hrs.  m  the  period  between  1530  hrs  and  1630  hrs 
the  U*2"  mortars  fired  on  BS7U0378  and  a  secondary  explosion  was  observed. 

At  l6l5  hrs  the  unit  locations  were*  C  Company  BS7k7UlU»  B  Cong) any  (-) 
BS757l*13,  2d  and  3d  plate  BS772U19,  Reoon  plat  BS762i*01  and  I£RP  BS7903U0. 
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The  LRRP  spotted  9  persons  in  black  pajamas  moving  equipment  vicinity 
BS780368.  A  White  Team  was  called  for  the  IRRP  and  A  2/9  fired  into  the 
location.  The  IRRP  reported  6  VC  KIA,  1  was  carrying  a  M3.  Later,  at 
2036  hrs,  the  IRRP  spotted  flashing  lights  at  BS7903U0,  and  called  in 
artillery. 


27  Apr  67  -  At  080$  hrs  C  Company  received  sniper  tire  vicinity 
ES7UcU07,  and  observation  aircraft  were  summoned.  The  2d  plat,  A  Company 
departed  LZ  OD  on  a  local  patrol.  The  flight  leader  for  the  B  Company  (») 
lift  was  briefed  at  0900  hrs.  The  first  element  of  B  Company  touched  down 
at  0955  hrs  vicinity  BS?061|22.  Re  con  plat  made  a  combat  assault  at  BS708- 
U29  with  an  artillery  preparation  of  the  LZ*  At  1000  hrs  C  Company  was 
located  at  BS731U10  and  had  picked  up  11  VCS.  The  IRRP,  at  1105  hrs,  was 
told  to  link  up  with  2d  plat,  A  Company  and  return  to  LZ  00.  Also  at 
1105  hrs  the  Reoon  plat  closed  at  BS703U28.  The  IRRP  started  to  move 
down  off  the  mountain  but  due  to  the  density  of  booby  traps  had  to  move 
back  to  be  extracted  by  air.  At  1221  hrs  C  Company  was  receiving  sniper 
fire  at  BS721&LO.  A  gunship  team  was  requested.  2d  plat,  B  Company 
killed  a  VC  at  B8699U28  who  was  carrying  a  Chicom  grenade.  The  IRRP  on 
the  mountain  was  extracted  at  1500  hrs  while  two  false  insertions  were 
simultaneously  made  in  adjacent  areas,  and  the  LRRP  (Team  #2)  was  in¬ 
serted  at  BS810330.  2d  plat,  B  Company  reported  2  VC  KIA  vicinity  BS 
709^28  at  1332  hrs.  Both  wore  carrying  Chicom  grenades,  canteens  and 
pistol  belts.  The  2d  plat,  A  Company  spotted  2  persons  in  black  pajamas 
who  fled.  The  fleeing  VC  were  fired  on  and  one  was  killed.  Also  at  BS 
77731+6  2d  plat,  A  Company  found  1*  spider  holes  with  2  US  grenades,  1  US 
poncho,  50  lbs  of  rice,  3  canteens  and  some  clothing,  C  Company  was 
ready  for  extraction  at  1$$0  hrs  vicinity  BS735U12,  so  A  Company  was  lifted 
from  12  OD  to  the  C  Company  PZ  and  C  Company  was  returned  to  LZ  OD.  B 
Company  (-)  was  at  BS7G5421,  1st  and  2d  plats  at  BS7081j26,  3d  plat  at  BS 
7Qlwl8,  Reoon  plat  at  BS  70o l|29,  and  the  IRRP  at  BS80332U.  B  Company  (-) 
discovered  a  250  lb  bomb  at  BS7Q5U21  and  blew  it  in  place  at  1826  hrs.  A 
2/35  was  extracted  from  the  1/35  AO  at  1827  hrs. 

28  April  67  -  At  0725  hrs  A  Company  reported  a  large  rice  cache 
at  BS73UU07.  B  Company  requested  BCD  assistance  to  blow  2  750  lb  bombs  at 
BS716U21+.  Also  B  Company1  s  PC  was  notified  he  would  control  the  air  strike 
at  B3673398  at  0900  hrs.  Reoon  mads  a  CA  BS765351,  touching  down  at  0631 
hrs.  1st  plat,  A  Company  picked  up  2  VCS  at  0858  hrs.  B  Company  found 

3  more  250  lb  bombs  at  BS7l6li23  at  0955  hrs.  Two  of  the  bombs  had  been 
cut  open  and  had  the  explosives  removed.  1st  plat,  B  Company  found  $00 
lbs  of  rice  at  BS718U16  which  they  destroyed.  At  1100  hrs  B  Company  re¬ 
ported  on  their  bomb  demolition  project.  They  had  destroyed*  2  X  750  lb 
bombs,  1  X  250  lb  bomb  and  3  1  2$0  lb  bombs  vhich  had  been  opened. 

Recon  captured  1  ton  of  rice  in  a  hut  at  BS 755366  and  one  woman. 
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SUBJECT:  Combat  Operations  After  Action  Report  for  the  period  22  through 

30  April  1967 

They  also  took  under  fire  a  woman  with  a  pack  and  weapon.  She  was  wounded 
and  died  later.  Her  pack  comtained  medical  supplies,  documents  including 
propaganda  literature,  schematic  drawings  of  fortified  villages  and  a 
schematic  drawing  of  the  District  Hq  in  Due  Pho.  Also  she  was  carrying  a 
photo  of  herself  and  friends,  and  in  the  picture  she  was  holding  a  Thompson 
SMG.  The  30  year-old  female  was  definitely  a  hard-core  communist.  The 
3d  plat,  A  Company  found  and  destroyed  400  lbs  of  block  salt  at  BS725384. 
Recon  killed  1  VC  at  BS755366  and  wounded  a  second.  The  1st  plat,  A  Com¬ 
pany  spotted  1  NVA  at  1312  hrs  and  began  receiving  AW  fire  from  2  locations 
vicinity  BS729380.  The  platoon  swept  through  the  area  with  negative 
contact  and  found  only  some  empty  cartridges.  The  LRRP  found  a  booby  trap 
at  BS804324  and  marked  its  location.  B  Company  found  1  ton  of  rice  at  BS 
712406  and  asked  for  personnel  to  bag  the  rice.  The  rice  bagged  and  ready 
for  pickup  at  1430  hrs. 

The  1st  plat,  A  Company  at  BS732381,  found  a  hut  containing  6  X 
60mm  mortar  illumination  rounds,  1  pack,  5  PAVN  shovels  and  13  tons  of 

polished  rice  (estimated  250  cu.  meters).  Later,  at  1649  hrs,  another  15 

tons  of  rice  was  found  by  1st  plat,  A  Company  near  BS732382  along  with  3 
M9A1  gas  masks.  Coordination  was  made  with  the  District  Hq  at  Due  Pho 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  PF  personnel  to  go  to  1st  Plat,  A  Company's 
location  to  bag  and  extract  the  large  rice  cache.  The  rice  removal  was 
scheduled  for  29  April  1967. 

29  Apr  67  -  At  0750  hours  the  3d  plat,  C  Company  departed  LZ  OD 
on  a  local  patrol  to  meet  a  Popular  Force  platoon  and  provincial  Recon 
unit  at  the  pagoda  vicinity  BS809358.  The  joint  operation  was  then  to 
proceed  south  into  the  valley,  BS800330,  to  find  a  250  lb  bomb  (booby  trap) 
found  on  an  earlier  mission  by  the  same  PF  unit.  A  second  task  assigned 
was  the  job  of  destroying  a  bamboo  and  barbed-wire  fence  constructed  by 
the  VC.  A  contingent  of  PF  rice  baggers  were  lifted  to  A  Company's  loca¬ 
tion  to  sack  the  13  tons  of  rice  found  in  a  cache  by  A  Company.  The 

rice  was  stored  at  BS733381.  A  Company's  1st  plat  stayed  at  BS733381  to 
see  that  the  rice  cache  was  extracted  while  A  Company  (-)  moved  on  to  the 
south.  Meanwhile,  3d  plat,  C  Company  and  the  PF  unit  had  reached  the  area 
where  the  PF's  had  reported  the  bomb  on  23  April.  The  PF's  told  the  3d 
plat  leader  they  could  not  remember  where  the  bomb  was  located  although 
they  had  given  coordinates  in  their  initial  report  on  23  April  to  the  PF 
advisor  at  Due  Pho  District  Hq.  The  bomb  was  not  found;  but  the  bamboo 
fence  (75  meters  long)  was  torn  down  by  the  PF  troops.  Two  air  strikes 
were  made  -  one  at  1300  hrs  on  BS743321  and  one  at  1400  hrs  on  BS697379, 

which  was  controlled  by  B  Company.  At  1500  hrs  a  third  air  strike  was 

delivered  on  BS771323.  The  3d  plat,  C  Company  closed  LZ  OD  at  1700  hrs, 

and  Recon  reported  1  VC  KLA  at  BS747366.  The  3d  plat,  A  Company  found  2 

M-l  barrels,  2  hand  flares,  1  bag  of  M-l  ammo,  1  home-made  rocket  launcher, 
and  l  carbine  at  1702  hrs  near  BS732370.  Closing  the  days  activity,  A 
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Remainder  of  report  not  received  at  Hq,  Department  of  the  Army.
